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GERMANS FIRED 
ON OWN FORCES? 


British Statement Shows How 
Enemy Had Fought When 
Night Attack Failed. 


LONDON, Sept. 28.—The official press 
bureau issued tonight a descriptive ac- 
count of the operations in France of the 
British force and the French armies in 
immediafe touch with it, communicated 
by an eye witness present at the head- 
quarters of Field Marshal Sir Johs 
French. This account, which supple- 
ments that issued Sept. 24 from general 
headquarters, follows: 

Sept. 26, 1914—For four days there 
has been a comparative lull all along our 
front.

One cannot have 
everything, however, and one evil result 
of the sunshine has been the release of 
flies, which were torpid during the wet 
days. 

“ Advantage has been taken of the 
arrival of reinforcements to relieve by 
fresh troops the men who have been on 
the firing line for some time. Several 
units therefore have received their bap- 
tism of fire during the week. 


Germans Fire on Own Men. 

„Since the last letter left general head- 
quarters evidefice has been ~ received 
which points to the fact that during coun- 
ter attacks on the night of Sunday, the 
20th, the German infantry fired into each 
other as the result of an attempt to carry 
out the dangerous expedient of a con- 
verging advance in the dark. 

“Opposite one portion of our position 
a considerable massing of hostile forces 
was observed before dark, and some 
hours later a furious fusillade was heard 
in front of our line, though no bullets 
came over our trenches. 

„As narrative begins with Sept. 21 
and covers only two days. On Monday. 
the Ast, there was little rain and the 
weather took a turn for the better, which 
hes been maintained. The action was 
practically confined to the artillery, our 
guns at one point shelling and driving 
away the enemy, who were endeavoring 
to construct a redoubt.

PARIS, Sept. 28.—A fine story of hero- 
ism is told about a certain infantry regi- 
ment which was fighting near Soissons for 
three days. The regiment made incessant 
assaults on the enemy's positions, but 
time after time was compelled to retire 
under the heavy German fire. 

Toward nightfall on the third day, the 
regiment gained the position at the point 
of the bayonet and swung around a height 
which was an important position to the 
Germans. The latter retained a neighbor- 
ing hill, where they began tointrench. It 
was necessary to dislodge them before 
the intrenchment was completed. 

The French general in command ob- 
tained reénfotcements of fresh troops and 
ordered them to capture the hill while the 
regiment which had been fighting he told 
to take a much needed rest.

KAISER CAN WAR A YEAR. 


Quick Response of Public to Call for 
$1,250,000,000 Allays Anxiety 
of Government, 


BERLIN, via London, Sept. 28.—The re- 

sponse of the German public to the efforts 
of the government to raise a war fund of 
$1,250,000,000 has, it is asserted here, re- 
moved all anxiety the nation miay have 
had regarding its ability to meet financial 
obligations due to the war. 
According to military authorities, the 
war is costing Germany about $5,000,000 
a day, inclusive of the money spent on 
behalf of those who have been deprived 
of their bread winners, The means of 
the government at the beginning of the 
war, not counting the permanent war 
treasure, but including the reserve funds 
of the Reichsbank, amounted to about 
$125,000,000, which, inthe meantime, how- 
ever, has been considerably increased 
through the issue of notes. 

The amount which the government 
could borrow from the Reichsbank is un- 
known at the present time, but it is esti- 
mated at about $750,000,000, making a 
total of about $2,000,000,000. AT ine rate 
of $5,000,000 a day, this sum would permis 
Germany to carry on the war for overs 
year.

successfully prolonged attacks, which 
were delivered with great fierceness. 

The vigor and spirit of the soldiers 

were considered remarkable after such 
ap exhausting campaign, during which 
they have had scarcely a full day’s rest. 
When not actually engaged in fighting 
many of the regiments have marched 
thirty miles daily for several days when 
ehanging position in order to carry out.

The battlefield on the Somme seems 
to bave been made by nature for such 
a formidable conflict. The country is 
undulating and in some places without 
woods. The lower parts offer splendid 
covering for troops approaching to at- 
‘tack. This advantage, however, has 
been made to a great extent without 
‘avai: owing to the number of aeroplanes 
in use on both sides. 

The center of the battle line today 
again became the of heavy fight- 
ing. Here the Germans have most of 
their big guns, and they also brought 
much infantry into action. Their ef- 
forts are declared to have been ineffec- 
tual, however. 


ALBANIAN SENATE ELECTS 
EX-SULTAN’S SON PRINCE. 


Burhan-Eddin Succeeds William of 
Wied, Who Quit—Attack on Du- 
razzo Planned. 

LONDON, Sept. 28.—A dispatch to the 
‘Central News from Rome says that a 
message received there from Durazzo, 
Albania, announces that the Albanian 
‘senate has elected Prince Burhan-Eddin, 
son of the former sultan, Abdul Hamid, 
prince of Alumi. 

He succeed SFrince William of Wied, 
‘who teft his kingdom some days ago and 
subsequently renounced his throne, retir- 
ing to Switzerland.

REFUGEE STEAMER HELD UP 
BY BRITISH NEAR NEW YORK 


‘Kristianiafjord Stopped by Cruiser 
and Papers Inspected—Columbia 
Arrives with Many Americans. 


New York, Sept. 28.—The steamer Kris- 
tianiafjord reached New York today from 
Bergen With 1,136 passengers, of whom 
came in the steerage. Many of them 
were Americans. 

The steamer was stopped by the British 

auxiliary cruiser Caronia when almost 
within sight of New York, and held up 
‘for some time, while an officer from the 
_ Caronia inspected its papers. 

The Anchor liner Columbia reached port 
today from Glasgow with 886 passengers,

LONDON, Sept. 28.—A Central News 
dispatch from Rome says that the fol- 
lowing telegram has been received there 
from Petrograd: 

“The right wing of the Austrians has 
been driven back beyond the Carpathians 
into Hungary, where they are being pur- 
sued by the Russians. The Austrian 
debacie is complete and they have lost 
all their artillery. 

“The Austrian left wing has retreated 
to Cracow. The Russians have occupied 
another of the forts of Przemys!.”’ 


Austrian Offense Proves Vain. 

A dispatch to the Telegraph from Petro- 
grad says that on Sunday a spirited ac- 
count of the destruction of the Hun- 
garian guard, a cavalry division, in the 
battle of Grodek, appeared in the Russko 
Slovo. It follows: 

A considerable force of Austrians fell 
upon the advance guard of Gen. Brous- 
silof, which was composed of infantry, 
Cossacks, and light artillery. The plan 
of the enemy was clear. He hoped to 
shatter our advahce guard and then break 
through our center. Our infantry and ar- 
tillery had strongly intrenched them- 
selves, and in reserve were several Cos- 
sack detachments. 

At first the Austrian infantry moved 
out for the attack. It was met with a 
deadly fire of cannon and machine guns, 
and the enemy wavered and fell back. 


Cavalry Makes Heroic Charge. 
Then the cavalry was sent out. The 
flower of the Austro-Hungarian army, 
the Budapest guard division, formed of 
Magyars, bright jacketed Hungarians, 
galloped furiously down in close order. 
It appeared as if nothing could arrest 
their impetus course, not even the awful 
sharpne! fire of the artisery which 
brought death and destruction into their 
ranks, nor even the rain of bullets from 
machine guns.

PETROGRAD, Sept. 28.—The following 
official communication has been received 
from the staff of Grand Duke Nicholas, 
commander in chief of the Russian forces 
in the field: 

An engagement near Sopotskin, on the 
Niemen river, in Russian Poland, and 
Druseniki came to an end with the re- 
treat of the Germans. The enemy has 
approached Ossowtez from the north and 
has begun the bombardment. of the 
fortress. 

In Galicia we have occupied Dembica, 
on the railroad, sixty-five miles east of 
Cracow and betweén Rzeszow and Tar- 
‘now. A numerous column of the enemy. 
is retreating from Przemysl in the direc- 
tion of Sanok, thirty-eight miles south- 
west of Jaroslau. In their flight they 
abandoned artillery and automobile 
transports. N 

At Coloujok we defeated a detach- 
ment of the enemy and captured his 
artillery and many prisoners. Contin- 
uing the pursuit we entered Hungary.“ 


AUSTRIANS ARE HUMANE. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 
LONDON, Sept. 28.—Francis McCul- 


lagh, correspondent of the London Daily 
News, says in the course of a dispatch 
discussing the quality of the Austrian 
army and Austrian prisoners: 

“The Russian regards the Austrian as 
a gentiemanly opponent with whom it is 
a pleasure to fight. We have heard little 
of the prolonged and terrible struggle in 
which he has been engaged in Poland und 
Galicia, nevertheless that campaign has 
been as bloody as the campaign on the 
Meuse, and the Austrians, although beat- 
en, have struggied gallantly against over- 
whelming number, better generals, and 
better troops. 

It is only to the fact that the Austrians 
have been beaten that the tone of indul- 
gent contempt adopted by some Russian 
soldiers in speaking of their Austrian op- 
ponents may be ascribed. 


Does Not Levy Tribute. 

“The Austrians are unlike the. Ger- 
mans. The Austrians have never levied 
any contributions on our towns and they 
hate treated Russian prisoners and 
wounded with reasonable _ humanity. 
Therefore the Russians greet the Aus- 
trian in a friendly way when he pours 
in as prisoner at the railway stations— 
and he certainly is pouring in at the pres- 
ent moment with steady persistence. 

“Tt is difficult to correctly estimate the 
number of prisoners already interned in 
various parts of Russia. The newspapers 
variously estimate the number at from 
60,000 to 80,000. Kieff is overflowing with 
them; they are streaming into Petrograd.

Refers to German Spies. 

Espionage plays so large a part in the 
conduct of the war by the Germans that 
it is difficult to avoid further reference 
to the subject. They have evidently 
never forgotten the saying of Frederiex 
the Great: When Marshal Soubise goes 
to war he is followed by a hundred cooks. 
when I take the field Iam precelej by a 
hundred spies.’ 

Indeed, until 
ago, there was a paragraph in their 
service regulations directing the. the 
service of protection in the field ye 
outposts and advanced guards—should 
always be supplemented by a system 
of espionage. 

Though such instructions are no 
longer made public, the Germans, as is 
well known, still carry them into cffect. 

Some of Methods Used. 

Apart from the more elaborate ar- 
rangements, which were made ii peace 
time for obtaining information by paid 
agents, some of the methods which are 
being employed for the collection or con- 
veyance of intelligence are as follows:

Statement Says Louvain 
People Brought Destrue- 
tion on Selves. 


SHOT FROM THE REAR. 


The action of the German army in Lou- 
vain on Aug. 25 is defended in a statement 
printed in the Frankfurter Zeitung and 
furnished in translation to TRE TRIBUNE 
by Georg Peter Tweger, assistant editor 
of the Abendpost of Chicago. The state- 
ment is from the German foreign office. 


It says:

railroads. When the rest of the staff, 
who assembled on the city market, was 
about to follow the automobile of the 
general they were fired upon from all di- 
rections. 
Uprising in City. 

„All the horses were killed; five offi- 
cers wounded, one of them severely. At 
the same time in ten different parts of 
the city the same uprising took place. 
Soldiers were shot at who had just ar- 
rived from the station, and a military 
train wasattacked. Without doubt there 
had been a carefully laid plot to have 
this action of the civil population coin- 
cide with the sortie of the Belgians from 
Antwerp. Two priests were caught dis- 
tributing ammunition. The fight in the 
streets lasted for two days, when finally 
reinforcements overpowered the frenzied 
civilians. The city and the suburb to 
the north were burning. 

„The Belgian government long ago had 
prepared this general uprising of the | 
civilians. There were found ammuni- | 
tion and weapons stored away and hid- | 
den in cellars. Every rifle was labeled 
with the name of the civilian who had 
to use it. 


Cites The Hague Rules. 

“The Hague convention, on request of 
some of the smaller states, branded a 
spontaneous uprising of a whole nation 
as lawful, as long and only when the 
weapons are carried openly and when the | 
laws of warfare are perfectly respected, 
and only in the case when an advancing 
foe is to be met.

LAST ARTICLE OF THE SERIES. 


AIX-LA-CHAPELLE, Sept. 18.—The 
town of Beaumont was in darkness. No 
eitinens were on the streets and every 
house seemed to be choke’ with soldiers. 
In vain we went from one house to an- 
other. There was no room and no food. 
The outlook was as derk as the town. 

Finally a soldier said we could sleep 
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* on the straw in a house occupied by some 
„ soldiers. It happened to be the guard- 
“house, as was later discovered. A dozen 
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or more soldiers were jammed into each 
room, but up on the third floor there was 
@ pile of straw in a little box of a room. 


“Better than the Street.” 
A guard was on duty on the ground 


: 
floor, where a number of prisoners were 
© ® herded together in a mall room. A great 
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pile of artillery ammunition, thousands 
of shells, was corded up on the ground 
floor. The prospect was rot inviting, but 
it was accepted as one of the fortunes of 
war. If nothing better could be found 
the straw covered floor of a little room 
over a powder magazine would be most 
welcome, It was infinitely better than 
being on the streets, where we might get 
shot by some impetuous and overzealous 
sentry. 

In the meantime, faithful Bulotte, 
our motherly looking roan mare, was 
standing out in Grand place among the 
patrician motor cars, waiting to be de- 
tached from her cart and quartered for 
the night. She was a much greater 
problem than our own. We could throw 


ourselves down on a pile of straw and 


sleep, but a horse and vehicle in an over- 
crowded little town could not be disposed 
of so simply. 
Continue the Quest. 

In the darkened streets, bumping into 
soldiers at every turn, steering our way 
through congested lines of motors and 
trucks, our exploring expedition made its 
tortuous way until some soldters back 
in a little side street under the shadow 
of the church directed us to a school- 
house, a large building called the Ecole 


Moyenne de Beaumont. 


In one of the schoolrooms off the en- 


trance hall was a group of private sol- 


* diers singing patriotic songs. 


One was 
playing a piano. 

Out in the quiet courtyard, or play- 
ground of the school, were many shadowy | 
figures moving about in the darkness. 
In several of the schoolrooms fronting 
the wall inclosed courtyard were cavairy 
and artillery horses, stamping the straw 
strewn floor and hitched with their heads 
against blackboards and maps. Piles of 
echool benches had been stacked out in 
the courtyard. 


Find Place for Horse. 

A soldier said we could bring our 
horse there, leaving the cart out in an 
alley. The cart could not be taken in- 
side, because the only means of getting 
horses in was through the main entrance 
of the schoolhouse or through a tiny door 
in the wall of the courtyard. Most of 
the big cavairy horses had been led up 
the steps of the main“ entrance and 
through the main hallway of the schooi- 
house. 

We left the cart out in an alley, along 
with a long row of motor trucks. Bu- 
lotte was urged through the little door- 
way in the wall and led to a shed in the 
rear of the courtyard, where she was 
corralled along with a group of gigantic 
artillery horses. We had no halter or 


rope with which to secure her, so we 
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made a stall by piling up a number of 
long school benches. 


Soldiers Anxious to Help. 
f The German soldiers were very kind 
amd helpful. In lte of the fact that 
they had beem hard at work for hours and 
were doubtless extremely tired, they m- 
sisted upon helping us. One of them 
told us where we could find an unoccu- 
pied schooilroom in which we might sleep. 
He got a lantern and led the way down 
through the darkened alley into a nar- 
row gateway in the wall and then into a 
big, bere schoolroom upon the stone floor 
of which wae a litter of straw. It looked 
good, in spite of the fact that the floor 
would be most uncomfortable and the 
night air chilly, for we had no biankets, 


comfortable beds. 

In this hope we were doomed to ai*ap- 
pointment, for we not only did not go, 
but to this day we have not been able to 


gium this schoolroom stands out in my 
memory as one of the most vivid. I wish 
I could have sketched it, but sketching 
is dangerous in an army and the ebility 
to sketch would at once focus suspicion 
upon the motives of the person seen 
sketching. Next to a camera, a sketch 
book would have been the surest thing to 
invite trouble. 


Crucifix Guards Scene. 
The echoolroom was fairly large. Upon 
one wall wes a crucifix and some sacred 
pictures. Upon another was an inscrip- 
tion, “ Beole Moyenne de Beaumont” 
while from the ceiling hung an oil lamp, 
the light of which threw out in strong 
light the men seated below it and cast 
the upper part of the room in deep 
shadows. 
A dosen or more soldiers were seated 
at the long tables. Another was playing 
a piano in the corner. When we came in 
they made way for us and brought a bot- 
tle of wine for our supper. They were 
very friendly and seemed to take our 
presence, strange as it must have been, 
as quite natural and unsuspicious. 
How those men could sing! They 
ranged from one song to another, strong 
choruses that rang and swelled in won- 
derful melody and volume. 
Deutschland. Deutschland, uber ales 
—Germany, Germany, always. I have 
never heard it sung so well. Their voices 
were those of a trained chorus, and yet 
the men were private soldiers who per- 
haps had never before sung together. 


Cigars, Wine—Army Fare! 

We handed our cigars around, and 
feeling of friendly comradeship sprang 
up. They brought us a bottle of wine— 
perhaps ore of the priceless bottles from 
the Prince of Caraman Chenilay’s cellars 
—and we drank .the splendid Bordeaux 
with our bread. 

** Hallet aus,“ Die Wacht am Rhein,” 
roared out in swelling volumes of tone 
that stirred the blood of every man who 
heard them. 

War took on a new aspect. These were 
good natured Germans who had spent a 
long day in a grilling forced march such 
as this amazing army is able to make. 
and yet here at night, instead of sinking 
to exhausted slumber in the straw they 
were singing with a joyous spirit and 
enthusiasm which seems characteristic of 
the German soldier. 


Songs Drive Care Away. 
I had seen the army march into Lou- 
vain, nearly a million of them, I judged. 
and had heard them enter the town sing- 
ing as they marched along under the 
weight of sixty pounds of equipment. 
They had marched for hours, yet their 
songs rang out like the anthems of men 
inspired by religious exaltation. 
Now give us The Entry into Paris,“ 
shouted a soldier, and the man at the 
piano struck up a lively air which is sup- 
posed to symbolize the spirit of the gray 
soldiers who are so confident of march- 
ing into Paris. 
How long the singing continued I don’t 
know, but it was late when we asked for 
Die Wacht am Rhein,“ which they sang 
with heads uncovered. In compliment 
to us they then struck up the majestic 
air to which America” is written, 
which happens to be “God Save the 
King,“ as well as the German song, 
“ Wreathed with Victory.“ 
Then we groped our way through the 
darkness to our somber schoolroom, where 
one of our soldier friends had carried the 
armful of hay upon which we slept 
chilled through, But soundly and with all 
our clothes on. It was well that we got 
used to sleeping with our clothes on, for 
it was to be many days and nights before 
we were to pass a night with them off. 


Morning Minus Breakfast. 

We had no breakfast the following 
morning. when with unshaven faces and 
with rumpled clothes showing the effects 
of our night in the hay, we made our way 
to the town hall, expecting to be sent to 
Brussels. We hoped we might be able 
to go alone with our horse and cart and 
our two bicycles. In this hope we were 
to be disappointed. 

A number of great military automobiles 
were Standing before the town hall. 


moving out to the southward, where a 
great battle was pending. Big motor 
vans, some of them double headers, rolled 
ponderously out the other side of the 
plaza, taking a different route for the 
front, In front of the town hall was a 
large group of handsomely uniformed 
officers, each with the stern, clean cut fea- 
tures which one sees so often ig the higher 
officers of the German army. 


_ Kaiser’s Son Among Officers. 

It was not hard to recognize the impor- 
tance of the men in the group. All were 
men whose faces and uniforms indicated 
the highest rank. One we recognized as 
August Wilhelm, a son of the kaiser. He 
was very pleasant and received the at- 
tention and deference of his higher offi- 
cers with a genial deprecating modesty. 

The scene was unforgettable. The cob- 
bled uneven surface of the square, the 
ancient church, the smart looking Flem- 
ish Gothic town hall, the rows of two and 
three story houses sloping like steps up 
the streets leading out of the plaza. the 
brilliant groups of officers out in the sun- 


Columns of soldiers were forming and. 


light and the splendid gray machines 
purring in readiness for the start to the 
front. It was a subject which a great 
military painter would have delighted in. 


Had to Keep Silence. 

We did not know the names of the of- 
cers—not even the commander of the 
army, for we had been cautioned against 
asking any questions about the army or 
ite personnel. Very few people in Ger- 
many heard who were in commamd of the 
different divisions of the army until ten 
days after the war had begun. I was 
afraid to sketch—a most dangerous pro- 
ceeding to exhibit in the vicinity of Ger- 
man military operations; we could not 
take notes, except furtively, and then 
with the feeling that if the notes were 
found on us they would lead us into trou- 
ble; we could not ask questions for fear 
our curiosity might be regarded as sig- 
nificant of too great a desire to learn 
military secrets. We were where the 
heads of the army did not want us to be, 
for there are no correspondents with the 
German „ and yet here we were, up 
with the and near the front. 

The general had told us the night be- 
fore that we would not be allowed to re- 
main with the army, for if we were given 
that privilege the German papers would 
raise a row. 


Scribes Lone “Eyesore.” 

In the beautiful picture that was spread 
out in the quaint plaza at Beaumont 
there was only one incongruous, disturb- 
ing feature. This was the group of five 
disheveled and very hungry looking 
American correspondents standing by the 
door of the town hall. 

That we were being observed and dis- 
cussed was painfully evident. Some of 
the officers did it rather furtively, thus 
showing a nice considerat'on for our sen- 
sibilities; others were quite heartless and 
made no pretense of disguising the fact 
that we were regarded as unwelcome 
guests. 

We felt like sples whose fate was being 
discussed. However, it is only fair to 
state that our presence there, on the 
French frontier and up with the general 
staff, without baggage and without suit- 
able clothes for field work, was enough 
to arouse suspicion. 

Previously on our trip, as we had plod- 
ded along with the marching columns or 
in the dust beside the cavalry, we had 
aroused in the Germans a sort of admira- 
tion for a determination to advance in 
spite of our handicaps. 


Men Disposed to Help. 

It is probable that they thought it was 
a good sporting proposition and had con- 
sequently been disposed to help us along. 
Many officers and men had become accus- 
tomed to seeing us and would hail us 
cheerfully when they passed us or we 
passed them. We were constantly 
amazed that we were not turned back. 
Our luck seemed too good to last. We 
felt that a rude awakening was bound to 
come, but as days passed and we were 
still allowed to proceed our appfehensions 
grew less and less and we felt that we 
might go on with the army if we did it 
without becoming too conspicuous. 

It was while in this mood that we 
struck the iron wall at Beaumont. We 


calm, definite order utterly devoid of 
room for argument. The general had 
said it. If we sought to evade and were 
later found with another part of the army 
it might go hard with us. 


To Go Back Only Hope. 

The most we might hope for was per- 
mission to go back to Brussels with our 
horse and our bicycles. 

For an hour or more we waited in front 
of the town hall, while the staff were 
making ready to start away. It was evi- 
dent that our own convenience and wishes 
were subservient to the movements of 
the army. When everything else was 
attended to they would reach our case. 

At 10 o’clock the staff departed. One 
of the last things that was done by one 
of the officers was to calla tall, striking 
looking young officer and give some in- 
structions about us. This young officer 
was to be in command of Beaumont, now 
that the high officers had left, and to us 
he came, a few moments later, with his 
report. 

There was no way of sending us to 
Brussels at present, he said, but we were 
to wait until 1 o’clock, at which time he 
would see what could be done. 

I shall never forget Lieut. Mittendorfer. 
He was over 6 feet tall, perhaps 6 feet 5 
inches, and had the clean cut face and 
figure of a young giant. To us he was 
as polite and soft voiced asa girl, but to 
his soldiers he was like an unchained 
lion. His words shot out like bullets 
from a gatling gun.. He seemed to ex- 
plode rather than utter them. 


Quick Change Artist. 
It always amazed us to see how quickly 
he could leap from the polite deferential 


ing, harsh, explosive voice that he used 
to the soldiers. Perhaps it was part of 
he discipline of the army. 

At 11 o'clock’ we started forth to try 
to find something to eat. There was 
hardly anything left in the town, butina

little café we at last got some coffee, very 
weak, and one loaf of soggy rye bread. 
This, with a piece of chocolate, was our 
breakfast. 

Our next responsibility was to dispose 
of our horse and cart, for we had been 
told that we would not be allowed to drive 
back to Brussels. We were to be sent, 
under guard, in a motor and we might 
take our bicycles with us. 


No One Wanted a Horse. 

No one would buy a horse and cart. We 
tried every citizen we could find but 
they refused to give money for a horse 
that might be taken from them the next 


minute. We tried to hire a mam to take 


the outfit back to Buiche and retum it to 


the men from whom we bad bought it, 


but no one was willing to venture out in 
the country. We thought of presenting it 
to the aisters in the convent, but decided 
they had no means of taking care of it; 
we offered it to a German soldier for one 
mark, but he said he couldn't take care 
of it. 

The demand for a horse and cart worth 
775 france was absolutely dead. In the 
end we gave it to a young man who ac- 
cepted it without enthusiasm, bitched up, 
and drove away. 

With our bicycles we went over to walt 
for our young officer friend to send us to 
Brussels. He asked us to wait until 3 
o clock and he indicated that we should 
wait on a bench in front of the guard 
house. He spoke a few words to a eoldier, 
who took a position near us, and we were 
told that we must not move away from 
our position. 


Lose Faith in Lieutenant. 

The situation began to look ominous. It 
dawned upon us that beneath all our 
young lieutenamt's suavity there might 
be something sinister. He was employ- 
ing the tactics of the Japanese, who. 
under cover of polite phrases, conceal 
most disagreeable purposes. 

Our two bicycles stood disconsolately 
near us. At 3 o’clock it began to drizzle 
and the young officer asked us to step in- 
side. In another moment we had been 
marched into the guard house and placed 
in a room with some French and Belgian 
prisoners. An armed sentry, with bayonet 
unsheathed, guarded the door. We were 
prisoners.

eluding both damages and construction 
work, will be upward of $8,000,000. 

The first work of the board will be to 
decide what proportion of this cost 
should be set down as public improve- 
ment, to be born equally by the whole 
city and paid for by the proceeds of an 
issue of city bonds. It is likely that from 
35 per cent to 40 per cent will be the 
proportion fixed, or perhaps $3,000,000. 
When this decision has been reached ar- 
rangements will be made for putting the 
proposed bond issue on the ballot at the 
election, which is little more than a 
month away. J 

Of the remainder, the board will assess 
perhaps 50 per cent of land damages 
against the property on both sides of 
Michigan avenue, which will be most 
directly and largely benefited. 


Assess Large District. 

What remains of the $8,000,000 will 
be spread as a special assessment over 
all the property within a special dis- 
trict, the limits of whien have already 
been fixed by the board. These limits 
are:

AIX-LA-CHAPELLE, Germany, Sept.

He seemed to be attentively examining 
the flowers. As he knelt there he fre- 

quently moved his hands gently among 
the blossoms af if he were caressing 
them. 

“ See,” I said to one of my companions, 
“there is that beautiful German love of 
fowers again. With the ruins of whole 
streeta of this town still smoking this 
private soldier finds time to admire a 
flower bed that has escaped destruction.” 

We grew quite sentimental about the 


matter. 


A “Phony” Flower Bed. 

fiaidenly the man rose from his knees 
and with him there came from the flower 
bed a telephone receiver and two or three 
yards of telephone wire.

Army Lights a City. 

When I as a guest had marched at 
night with a batch of French and English 
prisoners from the square in Beaumont 
to the railway station we found the 
freight yard brightly lighted. ‘“ But.“ I 
said to the German lieuténant whose par- 
ticular guest I was, I thought the 
lighting plant of the town had been put 
out of commission.“ 
It was, he replied. ‘‘ Our engineers 
set up these lights.“ The whole place 
was so bright that you could have read a 
newspaper anywhere in the yards, and 
the newly installed German lighting sys- 
tem had every appearance of solidity. 

Crossing the yards, we stepped into the 
first class compartment of a German rail- 
way carriage and in a few minutes moved 
out of Beaumont to Charleroi by almost 
the identical route Napoleon had taken 
om the morning of June 16 ninety-nine 
years before when he broke camp at 
Beaumont and advanced to meet the 
Prussians at Charleroi. 


Weather Better than in 1815. 
“The army, he wrote to his brother 
Joseph, is fine, and the weather pretty 
fair; the country perfectly well disposed.” 
The weather is better than it was in 
1815, and the German army is enjoying 
an unbroken euccession of mild, sunny 
autumn days that can be compared only 
to the most perfect days of our Indian 
summer. 

A French journalist who for many years 
has been Brussels correspondent for an 
American newspeper, and who later was 
gathered in by the Germans and taken to 
Aix to be tried as a spy, stood with me 
one day watching one of the prodigious 
demonstrations of might end method 
which every movement of the German 
army discloses. We looked on in silence 
a long time while the field pieces, the 
pontoons, and the camp kitchens went 
rumbling by. 


The Spirit of the Empire. 
His voice was hardly more than a whis- 
per when he spoke. 
„ There is something Wagnerian about 
it,“ he said. 
„ Aye, and something Lutheran,” I 
added. 
Beyond contradiction that is o. Em- 
phatically it was more in the manner of 
a zealot than a braggart that a German 
soldier said: We don't know that word 
‘retreat.’ It is not in the books of the 
German army. We die first.” 
There was not a hint of histrionism in 
his tone or manner. These giants, who 
rise at dawn and eat with relish cold sau- 
sage and black bread, if nothing else of- 
fers, who go into battle with 312 rounds 
of cartridges. and who sing the songs of 
Heine at night, express a spirit that per- 
meates the empire. A capitalist of the 
great automobile firm of Mannesmann, 
which does a business of $30,000,000 a 
year, was speaking in a perfectly chatty 
strain when he said: “ To be killed is not 
agreeable, but if it is necessary it must 


be.” 

Forty Years Preparing. 
The capitialist was attempting nothing 
in the way of facetiousness in the quaint- 
ly worded sentence. He was casual but 
grave. 
„We Germans,“ he continued, have 
been. giving the last forty years to the 
perfecting of our industries of commerce. 
At the same time we were bending eur 
minds to perfecting the industry of war. 
And so when war came we were convinced 
we would win.” 
I thought the Industry of War™ one 
of the most tremendous phrases I had 
ever heard. The millionaire who coined 
it impromptu at that luncheon wae as soft 
in his manner as & schoolgirl and as suave 
asa pee tea master. 
og a gaid that the German sol- 
der was the slave of rules and that when 
the crash came he would show no initia- 
tive. Ah, but the rules must not be just 


rules alone. For it is that it the rules go 


Belgium into the empire—as | 


into the brain it is allright. Not to be— 
what shall I say ?—what is the word that 
I should use? Ah! itis not to be fatiguated 
but to be helped by the rules that is the 
principle of our organization. 


Whip France in Six Weeks. 

“In this war we must not unduly hur- 
ry. We must think, for we have got te 
win. It is now considered—estimated 
should I say?—that we shall have com- 
pleted in six weeks what in France is 
to be done. For Russia longer—let us say 
six months, For England it must be a 
year, for it is a hard problem we have 
to consider about England. 

How shall it be that we get 1,000,000 
men into England? This ie no matter 
for children to bring to pats. It means 
thinking. Already our engineers are 
working on it. A-year should bring the 
solution. There were Germans—many, 
many of them—who felt that the kaiser 
was too slow in the Morocco affair of 
1911. They believed that then was the 
time to strike. Now they see that the 
kaiser was wise and that Germany need- 
ed the two more years to prepare. 80 
now he is very popular and all the time 
on the lips of the soldiers is Hoch der 
kaiser!’ “ 


Kaiser Beloved as Lincoln, 

An American who has lived for many 
years in Germany spoke from his end of 
the table. 

“There never was an hour,” he said 
‘in Lincoln's life when he was more near- 
ly the idol of the American people than 
the kaiser is the idol of the German peo- 
ple today. 

“ Officers,” added the capitalist, “* tell 
me that they can't hold the men back.“ 

On the second of September, in the 
midst of the heaviest task the Teutonic 
race has faced since the reformation, the 
house of Mannesmann in Aix-la-Chapelle 
gave orders to American firms for enor- 
mous lathes to be used in the manufac- 
ture of automobile parts. 

“Truly,” said the head of the house, 
„America is the only country from which 
we German business men think we can 
learn anything.“ 


BEACHEY SHOWS CONGRESS 
HE IS MASTER OF THE AIR. 


Tries to Convince Legislators They 
Should Place U. S. as Leader of 
World’s Aeronautics. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—[Special.] 
~—Lincoln Beachey, the aviator, flew into 
Washington today to demonstrate to con- 
gress and the administration that one 
man at least is complete master of the 
air. He did it. 

Rising from the ellipse back of the 
White House shortly after 11 ° o'clock 
Beachey flew to the Capitol. There he 
circled around the statue of justice which 
surmounts the dome. He looped the loop, 
flew upside down, and performed all of 
his hair raising tricks. Speeding back to 
the Washington monument, he executed 
so sensational a volplane that a hurry- 
up call was sent in to the Emergency hos- 
pital, one citizen feeling certain that 
‘Beachey could not land without injury. 
He did, however. President Wilson and 
several cabinet members witnessed the 
flight. 

At the close of his demonstration 
Beachey said he came to Washington for 
the sole purpose of convincing congress 
that legislation should be enacted imme- 
diately to place American aeronautics on 
a plane with the best in the world. 

Whether Beachey’s flight had anything 
to do with the action or not, a genera! 
order was issued by the war department 
to carry out the provisions of the act of 
last July to increase efficiency of the 
aviation service of the army. The order 
invites unmarried Meutenants of the line 
of the army under 80 years of age to 
apply for details of this extra hazardous 
service, which will entitle them to a 80 
per cent increase in salary.

THE NATIONAL DEFENSE. 

“When the plans of the war department for the 
garrisoning of the Panama canal, Hawaii, and 
Alaska are carried out,” the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal points out, “there will be about 14,000 cay: 
alry, field artillery, and infantry troops remaining 
in the United States.” 

This is about twice the force we had in 1812 
when we went to war with Great Britain. Or, as 
the Army and Navy Journal puts it, the regular 
army will not be so strong (in numbers) as the 
national guard of the single state of New York, 
and will hardly be sufficient to hold joint maneu- 
vers with the militia. 

This fact ought to expose the character of peace

“UNSULPHURED” FRUITS. 

R B. writes: Anent sulphured 
fruits and nuts, From relatives in Call- 
fornia I obtain supplies of gun dried un- 
sulphured peaches and apricots. They 
are not so pretty as the ‘ sulphured,’ but 
in my judgment their flavor is far su- 
perior. This is a matter of personal opin- 
ion, but in the case of the so-called Eng- 
lish’ walnut, I am certain that ‘ sul- 
phuring’ is injurious to their keeping 
qualities. I have for several years ob- 
tained these nuts unsulphured. They do 
not turn rancid. as do the bleached or 
*‘sulphured’ nuts tn the stores. Thie 1 
have proved by repeated trial. There is 
a rancid flavor by midwinter in even the 
best of these nuts purchased in the shops, 
Mine keep clear through the winter. By 
spring the meats have shriveled some- 
what but are still sweet. I am not 
chemist enough to explain this. I merely 
record the observed fact.”

In their appeal to the president to take imme- 
diate steps to end the war in Europe the suftra- 
gist leaders who pretend to speak for a million 
women patronizingly inform Mr. Wilson that no | 
diplomatig conventions should be allowed to 
stand in the way of the most expeditious means 
of securing mediation.” 

There are two methods by which a nation can 
exert influence in international affairs. One 16 
through “diplomatic conventions.” The other is | 
by means of war. Do the suffragist leaders ex- 
pect the president to issue a peace ultimatum to 
the nine belligerent powers and then ask congress 
to declare war against them if they do not im- 


this great conflict, fix the responsibility, 
range the boundaries, apportion the indemnities, 
penalize the defeated, and dictate the terms of a 
general European peace? 

There are no “expeditious means of securing 
mediation” except war, and war has not yet 
driven any of the belligerents to seek mediation. 
In tendering the good offices of the United States 
the president has done all that he could do and 
all that the United States government can do, 
Germany is certainly not going to withdraw her 
armies from French soil because American suf- 
fragists are in a hurry for mediation, nor is it 
likely that the allies will stop fighting merely to 
oblige these amiable and well-meaning women. 
Mediation will come when one side or the other 
is ready for it, and not before. 

The various aggregations of self-advertisers 
who are nagging the president in the name of 


peace are in a fair way to weaken the moral in- | 
finence of the United States, if not to make tne. 
country ridiculous, As the president said yester- 


day, this is a great world crisis and only serious 
remedies should be discussed. These petitions 
and mass meetings and private proclamations 
are anything but serious remedies. If the pres!- 
dent paid heed to them he would merely make a 
nuisance of himself in every i-uropean capital, 
and when the time came at which he might ac- 
complish something for civilization we should be 
powerless. An international busybody is no more 
popular than an individual busybody. 

This war is not our war, We did not make it 
and we cannot end it. If we mind our own busi- 
ness, however, we may be able to smooth the 
pathway te.peace when blood and iron have de- 
termined the main issues. If we do not mind our 
own business we shall be regarded as impertinent 
meddlers and shall have no influence for good 
whatever. . 

The president has been petitioned enough and 
pagged enough. He knows the situation better 
than any of his self-appointed counselors. His 
motives are quite as exalted as those of his 
volunteer advisers. Let him alone.

OL EDWARD CHARLES MALET 
(7 DECARTERET, the Crimean vet- 
eran who has just been gathered to 
his fathers in the ancient manor of 
St. Quen, in the island of Jersey, 
was the twenty-seventh seigneur of St. 
Quen, and the senior representative of 
that historic house of De Carteret to 
which the state of New Jersey owes its 


' 
| name, and even in a measure its origin. 


For it was in recognition of the refuge 
and hospitality which Charles II. and his 
brother, the Duke of York, had enjoyed 
on the island of Jersey at the hands of 
Sir George de Carteret and of the latter's 
loyalty to the royalist cause throughout 
the stormy days of the régime of Oliver 
Cromwell that the Merrie Monarch be- 
stowed upon Sir George all that tract of 
‘land in America north of the river Dela- 
ware, decreeing that it should be known 
as Novum Ceresarea, or New Jersey, in 
compliment to Sir George, Cæœsarea being 
the ancient Roman name for the island of 
Jersey. 


~~ 
Sir Philip de Carteret took possession 
of the property thus granted in the name 
of his brother, Sir George, in 1065, and 
was the first English governor of New 
Jersey. The Carterets’ property and 
seignorial rights in New Jersey were sold 
after Bir George's death in 1682 for about 
850,000 to William Penn and the Society 
of Friends, who in the early part of the 
eighteenth century surrendered their 
rights of government to the crown, New 
| Jersey being from that time forth admin- 
istered as a colony of the crown, of which 
the governor was appointed by the king, 
until the American war of independence. 
While the Carterets have thus long since 
ceased to possess any seignorial rights in 
New Jersey, yet their name has always 
been identified with that state, and there 
are a number of representatives of the 
family, and bearers of the name now liv- 
ing on this side of the Atlantic. 


— 

There is no other abode in the island of 
Jersey to approach in beauty, size, or in- 
terest the old manor house of St. Quen, 
where the venerable Col. Malet de Car- 
teret has just breathed his last. It haa, 
of course, been added to and rebuilt at 
different periods. But its moat, its Nor- 
man keep, and old arched doorway go 
back to the period of the early Plantag- 
enets, It overlooks one of the lovely 
wooded valleys for which Jersey is 80 
famous, and the whole mansion has the 
indefinable atmosphere of latent romance. 
drama, and even tragedy, which is pe- 
cullar to buildings which have for cen- 
turies been inhabited by men and women 
of the same family, who have lived, and 
loved, rejoiced and suffered there. 

The seigneur of St. Ouen has no title 
deeds. Since the date when the Norman 
duke first granted this domain to his an- 
cestor, over @ thousand years ago, it has 
always remained in the De Carteret fam- 
ily, 80 that no deeds of sale or of purchase 
are in existence. The De Carterets have 
held baronetcles and baronies, viscoun- 
ties, and even earldoms, the last of which 
became extinct with the death of Robert 
de Carteret, the second Earl of Gran- 
ville, in 1778. But the name of De Carter- 
et is 80 illustrious, not only in the channet 
isiands but also in the history of Eng- 
land and France, that no mere nobiliary 
title can add to ite luster or can surpass 
in distinction that held by the gallant old 
soldier whose death I am recording, and 
who, like his long line of ancestors before 
him, held his flef as seigneur of St. Quen 
directly from the crown by knight service. 


— — 

In olden times the seigneurs of St. Ouen. 
whose flef was the senior of the four an- 
cent fiefs or baronies of the island, were 


| 
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simply beaten with rods. To this day the 
seigneurs retain their courts and exercise 
magisterial rights, having their own 
seneschals, vavasseurs, greffiers, prevots, 
and sergeants, but can no longer inflict 
capital punishment. They, however, still 
occupy Seats on the bench of the Supreme 
cburt, as “‘ haunts justiciers of the duchy 
of Normandy.” For the four seigneurs of 
the island of Jersey hold their office from 
King George, not in the latter's capacity 
of king of England, but as Duke of Nor- 
mandy. 

Formerly the Carteret seigneurs of St. 
Quen owned by royal grant the island of 
Sark, which was bestowed upon them by 
Queen Elizabeth in 1565, and the island 
of Alderney by Charles II. in 1660 But 
they were compelled by financial reverses 
to sell these two islands about ninety 
years ago, during the reign of George 
IV. and by his permission. 

At the same time and for the same rea- 
son they had to let go their Manor de la 
Trinité, which was the scene of the ro- 
mance between Charles II. and Marguer- 
ite de Carteret, a romance which resulted 
in the birth of that mysterious individual 
known as James de la Cloche, and who 
is declared by many students of history 
to have been the Man of the Iron Mask. 
He owed his name of De la Cloche to the 
fact that eleven years after his birth his 
mother married Etienne de la Clocha

Queen Mary of England has sustained 
a severe loss, and one which she must 
deeply feel, through the death of old 
Mile, Helen Bricka, a Hungarian lady, 
who had been with her from her earliest 
girlhood as governess. So devoted did 
the queen become to Mile, Bricka, who 
was to her a second mother, that when 
she grew to womanhood and completed 
her education she absolutely deolined to 
part from her and retained her in her 
service, first as companion and then, 
after marriage, as reader. 

When the royal children began to 
emerge from the nursery Queen Mary in- 
sisted upon oonfiding her early educa- 
tion to her. Mlle. Bricka demurred at 
first on the ground that she was no longer 
young enough, but ultimately yielded to 
the queen's wishes, and may be said to 
have been responsible in this way for the 
youthful training of the Prince of Wales, 
of his sister, and of his younger brothers. 
How well qualified Mile. Bricka was for 
the task is shown by thé exceHent educa- 
tion which she gave to Queen Mary, 

-—- 

The queen placed a great deal of confi- 
dence in the judgment and sagacity of 
her old governess, and as she was wont 
frequently to consult with ber in moments 
of anxiety and of difficulty, both of a 
public and private nature, Mile, Bricka 
may be said to have exercised a good deal 
of quiet and unobtrusive influence upon 
the consort of King George. Indeed, her 
relations to the queen had much in com- 
mon with that of Baroness Lehsen 
towards Queen Victoria. 

Baroness Lehzen had been the governess 
of Queen Victoria from the latter's child- 
hood and enjoyed a far greater degree of 
her royal pupil's affection and trust than 
her mother, the Duchess of Kent; while 
her influence upon Queen Victoria, even 
in the early years of the latter’s reign, 
was so great, that more than once it be- 
came a subject of public discussion and 
of parliamentary criticism. 

Just in the same way that Queen Vic- 
torta was unable to reward Baroness Leh- 
zen with any dignity at court, so, too, was 
Queen Mary debarred after her hus 
band's accession from appointing Mile. 
Bricka to any post in the royal household 
owing to the existence of a law which re- 
quires that all gentlemen and ladies hold- 
ing office in the entourage of the monarch

Condemns Free Listing Sugar. 

Col. Reosevelt pointed to the placing 
of sugar on the free list as an example of 
unscientific legislation and declared that 
the advance in sugar resulted because the 
American grower simply quit business, 
and the law of supply and demand did the 
rest. He described the policy of the Pro- 
gressive party as one of wise and cool 
headed radicalism. 


Refers to Corporations. 

“On the subject of combinations, the 
former president said that the war time 
advance in foodstuffs and the plight of the 
cotton growers emphasized the need of 
properly reguieted and supervised combi- 
nations for the benefit of the great and 
small alike. The war, he added, has 
shown the need of combinations among 
business men, especially small business 
men.

Counsel for Accused Has 125 Wit- 
nesses Subpenaed. 


Lincoln, Ill, Sept. 28.—[{Special. The 
state rested tonight in the trial of Cari 
Perean for the slaying of Antone Musser, 
Clinton strikebreaker. | 

Tomorrow the defense will cal) its first 
witnese in its attempt to establish the 
plea of self-defense. Twenty-four eye- 
witnesses in all were called by the state. 
Judge W. K. Whitfield this afternoon ad- 
mitted ae state’s evidence an article 
which appeared in the issue of Person’s 
strike bulletin of Dec. 23, 1913. The arti- 
cle, Judge Whitfield stated in explaining 
his ruling, is direct enough to justify its 
introduction for the purpose of showing 
“ malicious intent on the part of the 
defendant. 


The Musser Article. 
The article in question follows: 
“Tony Musser, who was on the police 
foree during the time Chief of Police 
Strubble was killed, put in a very stren- 
vous week during the Strubble murder 
trial here. Musser is now scabbing at the 
locai bull pen and he has been trying to 
help the state convict an innocent man by 
the name of Weir. However, from the 
flimsy statements made by Musser on the 
witness stand it was easy to understand 
whe Strubble’s murderer was and who 
operated the gun that did the killing. 
Aman who will fall so low as to join 
the ranks of scabs and traitore will not 
hesitate to take human life, and reputa- 
ble people in this community are now 
trying to figure out why Musser gave his 
elub to Officer Spin right after the shoot- 
ing, and they are aleo working on a rumor 
that Musser aleo traded guns with a 
party right after the time of the shoot- 
ing. A photograph of Musser’s brain 
undoubtedly would be of great benefit to 
those who are interested in running down 
the man who killed Strubbie.”’

The clothes worn by Musser at the time 
he was killed were exhibited by the state 
today. Three bullets found between 
Musser’s clothing and his body by Under- 
taker C. J. Oakman of Clinton while the 
body was being stripped in the morgue 
were also presented as exhibits. 

One hundred and twenty-five witnesses 
have been subpeenaed by the defense.

ISS MARY McDOWELL, head of 
the settlement of the University 


of Chicago and candidate for 


county commissioner, made a plea 
before the Methodist ministers’ meeting 
yesterday for efficiency in the adminis- 
tration of municipal affairs rather than 
party loyalty as a test of candidates for 
office. 

“I have been working for twenty-five 
years among the people who receive help 
from the county in times of sickness, she 
said, ‘“‘and I know the cruelty of neglect 
and inefficiency of an administration in 
which the candidates get their positions as 
the spoils of office. 

The reason why ministers and wom- 
en should take an active interest in the 
administration of county funds to the 
needy is because it is the only way in 
which the churches can help in this kind 
of service. 


> 


In towns and small cities the churches 
care for those who need help, but in a 
great city like Chicago, with its many 
nationalities and creeds, it is impossible 
for the churches to personally do this 
work. They must work through the civic 
authorities. 


“Tt is a mistake to suppose that the 


thousands who receive help from the 
county in case of sickness are paupers. 
They are often persons who receive while 
working small wages and when thrown 
out of work by sickness are not able to 
meet the additional expense. 

Miss McDowell did not mention her own 
candidacy for office, but warmly com- 
mended Miss A. B. McCleary, business 
manager of the tuberculosis hospital at 
Oak Forest; James Mullenbach, super- 
intendent of the Oak Forest infirmary;

VETERAN STREET RAILWAY 
HEAD DIES IN ST. LOUIS. 


Capt. Robert McCulloch, Who Made 
Many Improvements on Chicago 
South Side Lines, Dead. 


Capt. Robert McCulloch, president of 
the Chicago City Railways company from 
1800 to 1904, and president of the United 
Railways of St. Louis, Mo., died in that 
city yesterday after a brief illness. He 
is remembered in Chicago as an untir- 
ing worker for an improved street car 
service. ; 

Capt. MoCulloch's seventy-three years 
were spent in harness.“ He was at 
his desk every morning at 6:30 with the 
regularity of a clock, until a short time 
before he died. 

Capt. McCulloch was born in Missour! 
and graduated from the Virginia Military 
institute shortly before the outbreak of 
the war of the rebellion. He enlisted in 
the confederate army under Gen. Brad- 
street and was soon promoted to be cap- 
tain. He was wounded and captured in 
a charge at the battle of Gettysburg 
and was with Lee at the surrender of 
Appomattox. 

After the war he went to St. Louis, 
where he worked himself up from the 
position of horse car driver to genera! 
manager. He left that city for the four 
years during which he acted as president 
and general manager of the Chicago 
Railways City company, the south side 
lines. He succeeded M. K. Bowén. 

While in charge of the Chicago rail- 
ways, he introduced sixty foot rails, the 
direct connected engine and generator, 
and the welded joints for connected ralls. 
L. A. Busby, president of the Chicago 
Surface lines, speaks of him as a man 
of “remarkable personality, hard work 
and efficient administration.“ 

He returned to St. Louis in 1904, when 
the opportunity of extending the exist- 
ing system for the World’s Fair pre- 
sented itself. Mr. McCulloch was stricken 
with hemorrhage of the brain on Sun- 
day and was unconscious until his death.

Richard W. Sears, whose career typified 
he romance of American business. died 
yesterday at a sanitarium in Wauke- 
sha, Wis., according to a dispatch 
ceceived in Chicago. Mr. Sears founded 
Sears-Roebuck & Co. and retired in 1900 
with a fortune estimated at $25,000,000. 
He began his career as a telegraph oper- 


ator for the Great Northern rallroad at 


Redwood Falis, Minn. 

Mr. Sears had been ill for some time. 
The funeral will be held at the home of 
his parents in Minneapolis tomorrow. 
He was 51 years old. 


Buys Few Watches. 

It was in 1884, when Mr. Sears was 
working as a telegraph operator, that the 
idea of a mall order establishment first 
came to him. He bought a few watches 
and advertised them for sale as the R. 
W. Sears Watch company.” 

Six years later he went to Minneapolis 
and launched into the mail order business 
exclusively with $8,000 he had saved. Here 
he formed a partnership with A. W. Roe- 
buck. In 1805 they moved to Chicago 
and the business became phenomenally 
successful. The firm was incorporated 
and Mr. Sears became president and di- 
rector. 


Since Mr. Sears’ retirement it has been |

Meet $58,177 Deficit. .

The Minneapolis market ruled relatively 
easier than here, owing to some hedging 
pressure from elevator interests and 
stocks at that point increased 475,000 bu 
for two days, with the cash demand re- 
ported as less urgent.

Firm Undertone in Oats. 


Oats displayed a firm undertone throughout 
the trading. although there was slight easi- 
ness noted at the outset.

The strength was due 
principally to a fairly good local speculative 
trade, which was stimulated to some extent 
by claims of considerable export business from 
the seaboard, although local exporters claim 
that bids here were too low for working and 
thet they succeeded in placing a relatively 
emall amount some 60,000 bu—and this at e 
greater diecount from the price of futures than 

any previous sale. 
The seaboard reported as high as 1,000,000 bu 
worked there, but less than one-half of this 
amount was confirmed.

Clearing House Committee 
Answers McAdoo Query; 
Defends Charges. 


WAR CHIEF INFLUENCE 


Chicago banks yesterday answered the 
query of Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 
Adoo as to the interest rates they were 
charging. The answer was 7 per cent, 
and it was given through the clearing 
house committee. Clearing house com- 
mittee” is an official designation given 
to five members, in this case five bank 
presidents, who generally officially repre- 
sent most of the banks of Chicago in 
their relations with the government or 
general public. 

Secretary McAdoo has voiced an im- 
pression that banks in different parts of 
the country were charging too much for 
money loaned, The five members of the 
Chicago clearing house committee — J. 
B. Forgan, Orson Smith, E. A. Hamill, 
John J. Mitchell, and George M. Reyn- 
olds—not only told the secretary of the 
treasury that the interest rate here is 7 
per cent, but explained why that rate 
was asked.

Gain in Revenues Shown. 


The report shows that there was an increase 
for the year in railway operating revenues of 
$1,502,797, as compared with the previous 
year; further, that the greater part of this 
increase was from freight traffic largely due to 
the Increased coal tonnage handied. The rail- 
way operating expenses reflect an increase of 
$726.415 for the year. This increase was oc- 
casioned by the maintenance expénditures dur- 
ing the year.
